(bo) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. —SUSPENDED 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private

Having received a request from the Ministry of 
the Environment that the undertaking namely: 


The activity of constructing: 


1. the Regional Municipality of Sudbury—Town 
of Valley East (McCrea Heights) Provincial 
Water Works Project 45-0237, consisting of a 
trunk watermain and distribution system con- 
veying water from the newly developed wells 
to the McCrea Heights area of the town; and 


2. the Township of Clarence (Community of 
Clarence Creek) Provincial Water Works Project 
#6-0242, consisting of a trunk watermain 
from wells #1, #3 and #4 to hook up to the 
main pumping station leading into the existing 
distribution system as well as a connection from 
Well #2 to a new treatment unit followed by a 
main to a standpipe leading into the distribu- 
tion system, 


be exempted from the application of the Act 
pursuant to Section 30; and 


Having been advised that if the undertaking is 
subject to the application of the Act, the following 
injury, damage or interference with the persons and 
property indicated will occur: 


1. The public will be interfered with by delaying 
the development of facilities upon which the 
owners of existing homes are depending to 
ensure a secure water supply for the McCrea 
Heights area of Valley East; 


2. The Community of Clarence Creek and its 
residents will be interfered with and damaged 
by delaying a project consisting of running 
about 2,200 feet of 4” trunk watermain from 
the existing community wells to the existing 
distribution system for the community as well 
as providing treatment to correct chronic taste 
and odour problems; and 


Having been advised that these two works were 


inadvertently omitted from the request for Exemp- 


tion Order MOE-8 dated October 5, 1977 which was 
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printed in The Ontario Gazette issue for October 
29, 1977 and were intended to be constructed in 
conjunction with the works listed in that exemption 
order as 


—Regional Municipality of Sudbury (Blezard 
Valley Area) ; 


—Township of Clarence (Bourget) ; and 


Having weighed such injury, damage, or inter- 
ference with the betterment of the people of the 
whole or any part of Ontario by the protection, 
conservation and wise management in Ontario of 
the environment which would result from the under- 
taking being subject to the application of the Act; 


I am of the opinion that it is in the public interest 
to order and do order that the undertaking is exempt 
from the application of the Act for the following 
reasons:

3. Both projects involve running watermains 
within existing road allowances in order to 
supply the communities and as a result there 
will be no environmental degradation except 
for temporary disruptions during the construc- 
tion period. 


This exemption is subject to the same terms and 
conditions as those works exempted under Exemp- 
tion Order MOE-8.

PRIVATE BILLS 


Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 
—SUSPENDED 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. —SUSPENDED 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 

—Eight day requirement SUSPENDED 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes.

1. Following the first no claim year to 70 
per cent.

10.—(1) The Board authorizes the local board to 
use any class of licence fees, service charges and 
other moneys payable to it for the purposes of 
paying the expenses of the local board, carrying 
out and enforcing the Act and the regulations 
and carrying out the purposes of The Ontario 
Asparagus Growers’ Marketing Plan.

Treasurer’s Sale of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 
‘Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 





The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
‘Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


| If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his liability. 





The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements 
would be required to remove them from the land. 


In some cases, land advertised for sale in the Gazette may be bought by the municipality, or the 
Owner, prior to sale, may pay the tax arrears and costs. Where this occurs, the land is removed from the 
tax sale lists.

SECTION B—ACCIDENT BENEFITS 


The Insurer agrees to pay to or with respect to each insured person 
as defined in this section who sustains bodily injury or death by an 
accident arising out of the use or operation of an automobile: 


SUBSECTION 1—MEDICAL, REHABILITATION AND 
FUNERAL EXPENSES 


1. All reasonable expenses incurred within four years from the date 
of the accident as a result of such injury for necessary medical, 
surgical, dental, chiropractic, hospital, professional nursing and 
ambulance service and for any other service within the meaning of 
insured services under The Health Insurance Act and for such other 
services and supplies which are, in the opinion of the physician 
of the insured person’s choice and that of the Insurer's medical 
advisor, essential for the treatment, occupational retraining or 
rehabilitation of said person, to the limit of $25,000 per person. 


2. Funeral expenses incurred up to the amount of $1,000 in respect 
of the death of any one person.

suffers substantial inability to perform the essential duties of his 
occupation or employment; 


no payments shall be made for any period in excess of 104 weeks 
except that if, at the end of the 104 week period, it has been 
established that such injury continuously prevents such person 
from engaging in any occupation or employment for which he is 
reasonably suited by education, training or experience, the Insurer 
agrees to make such weekly payments for the duration of such 
inability to perform the essential duties. 


Amount of Weekly Payment—The amount of a weekly payment shall 
be the lesser of, 


(a) 


$140 per week; or 


(b) 80 per cent of the insured person’s gross weekly income from 
employment, less any payments for loss of income from employ- 
ment received by or available to such person under, 


(i) the laws of any jurisdiction, and 


(ii) wage or salary continuation plans available to the person by 
reason of his employment, 


but no deduction shall be made for any increase in such pay- 
ment due to a cost of living adjustment subsequent to the insured 
person’s substantial inability to perform the essential duties of his 
occupation or employment or for the first two weeks of such 
substantial inability. 


For the purpose of this Part, 


(1) there shall be deducted from an insured person’s gross weekly 
income any payments received by or available to him from part- 
time or other employment or occupation subsequent to the date of 
the accident; 


(2) a principal unpaid housekeeper residing in the household not other- 
wise engaged in occupation or employment for wages or profit, if 
injured, shall be deemed disabled only if completely incapacitated 
and unable to perform any of his or her household duties and, while 
so incapacitated, shall receive a benefit at the rate of $70 per week 
for not more than 12 weeks; 


(3) a person shall be deemed to be employed, 


(a) if actively engaged in an occupation or employment for wages 
or profit at the date of the accident; or 


(b) if 18 years of age or over and under the age of 65 years, 
so engaged for any six months out of the preceding 12 
months; 


(4) a person receiving a weekly payment who, within 30 days of 
resuming his occupation or employment is unable to continue such 
occupation or employment as a result of such injury, is not pre- 
cluded from receiving further weekly payments; 


(5) except for the first two weeks of disability, where the payments 
for loss of income payable hereunder, together with payments for 
loss of income under another contract of insurance other than a 
contract of insurance relating to any wage or salary continuation 
plan available to an insured person by reason of his employment, 
exceed the actual loss of income of the insured person, the 
Insurer is liable only for that proportion of the payments for loss 
of income stated in this policy that the actual loss of income of 
the person insured bears to the aggregate of the payments for loss of 
income payable under all such contracts. 


SUBSECTION 3—UNINSURED MOTORIST COVER 


All sums which every insured person shall be legally entitled to recover 
as damages for bodily injury, and all sums which any other person 
shall be legally entitled to recover as damages because of the death 
of any insured person, from the owner or driver of an uninsured or 
unidentified automobile as defined herein. 


(1) The Insurer shall not be liable under this subsection, 


(a) in respect of any accident which occurs in any province of 
Canada; 


(b) to any person who has a right of recovery under an unsatisfied 
judgment or similar fund in effect in any jurisdiction of the 
United States of America; 


(c) to any person who, without the written consent of the Insurer, 
makes directly or through his representative any settlement with 
or prosecutes to judgment any action against any person or 
organzation which may be legaily liable therefor; 


(d) for any amount in excess of the minimum limit(s) for auto- 
mobile bodily injury liability insurance applicable in the 
jurisdiction in which the accident occurs regardless of the 
number of persons so injured or killed, but in no event shall 
such limit(s) exceed the minimum limit(s) applicable in the 
jurisdiction stated in item | of the application. 
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(2) Uninsured automobile defined

An “uninsured automobile” under this section means an auto- 
mobile with respect to which neither the owner nor driver thereof has 
applicable and collectible bodily injury liability insurance for its 
ownership, use or operation, but shall not include an automobile owned 
by or registered in the name of 


(a) the named insured or by any person residing in the same 
dwelling premises therewith; or 


(b) the governments of Canada or the United States of America or 
any political subdivision thereof or any agency or corporation 
owned or controlled by any of them; or 


(c) any person who is an authorized self-insurer within the 
meaning of a financial or safety responsibility law; or 


(d) any person who has filed a bond or otherwise given proof of 
financial responsibility with respect to his liability for the 
ownership, use or operation of automobiles. 


Unidentified automobile defined 


An “unidentified” automobile under this subsection means an 
automobile which causes bodily injury or death to an insured per- 
son arising out of physical contact of such automobile with the 
automobile of which the insured person is an occupant at the 
time of the accident, provided 


(a) the identity of either the owner or driver of such automobile 
cannot be ascertained, and 


(b) the insured person or someone on his behalf has reported the 
accident within 24 hours to a police, peace or judicial officer 
or to an administrator of motor vehicle laws and shall have 
filed with the insurer within 30 days thereafter a statement 
under oath that the insured person or his legal representative 
has a cause or causes of action arising out of such accident 
for damages against a person or persons whose identity cannot 
be ascertained and setting forth the facts in support thereof; 
and 


(c) at the request of the insurer, the insured person or his legal 
representative makes available for inspection the automobile 
of which the insured person was an occupant at the time of the 
accident. 


Limitation of liability 


(a) If claim is made under this subsection and claim is also 
made against any person who is an insured under section A— 
Third Party Liability of this policy, any payment under this 
subsection shall be applied in reduction of any amount which 
the insured person may be entitled to recover from any 
person who is insured under section A; 


(b) Any payment made under section A or under subsections 1 
or 2 of section B of this policy to an insured person here- 
under shall be applied in reduction of any amount which such 
person may be entitled to recover under this subsection. 


Determination of legal liability and amount of damages 


The determination as to whether the insured person shall be legally 
entitled to recover damages and if so entitled, the amount thereof, 
shall be made by agreement between the insured person and the 
insurer. 


If any difference arises between the insured person and the insurer 
as to whether the insured person is legally entitled to recover damages 
and, if so entitled, as to the amount thereof these questions shall be 
submitted to arbitration of some person to be chosen by both 
parties, or if they cannot agree on one person, then by two 
persons, one to be chosen by the insured person and the other 
by the Insurer, and a third person to be appointed by the persons 
so chosen. The submission shall be subject to the provisions of The 
Arbitration Act and the award shall be binding upon the parties. 


Notice of legal action 


If, before the Insurer makes payment of loss hereunder, the insured 
person or his representative shall institute any legal action for 
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(1) 


bodily injury or death against any other person owning or operating 
an automobile involved in the accident, a copy of the writ of summons or 
other process served in connection with such legal action shall be 
forwarded immediately to the Insurer. 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS, DEFINITIONS, AND 
EXCLUSIONS OF SECTION B 


“INSURED PERSON” DEFINED, 


In this section, the words “‘insured person” mean, 


(a)

(f) 


any person while an occupant of the described automobile 
or of a newly acquired or temporary substitute automobile as 
defined in this policy; 


the insured and, if residing in the same dwelling premises as 
the insured, his or her spouse and any dependent relative of 
either while an occupant of any other automobile; provided 
that, 


(i) the insured is an individual or are husband and wife; 


(ii) such person is not engaged in the business of selling, 
reparing, maintaining, servicing, storing, or parking auto- 
mobiles at the time of the accident; 


(iii) such other automobile is not owned or regularly or 
frequently used by the insured or by any person or persons 
residing in the same dwelling premises as the insured; 


(iv) such other automobile is not owned, hired, or leased by an 
employer of the insured or by an employer of any person 
or persons residing in the same dwelling premises as the 
insured; 


(v) such other automobile is not used for carrying passengers 
for compensation or hire or for commercial delivery; 


in subsections 1 and 2 of this section only, any person, not 
the occupant of an automobile or of railway rolling-stock that runs 
on rails, who is struck, in Canada, by the described auto- 
mobile or a newly acquired or temporary substitute automobile 
as defined in the policy; 


in subsections 1 and 2 of this section only, the named insured, if 
an individual and his or her spouse and any dependent relative 
residing in the same dwelling premises as the named insured, 
not the occupant of an automobile or of railway rolling-stock 
that runs on rails, who is struck by any other automobile; provided 
that, 


(i) such person is not engaged in the business of selling, 
repairing, maintaining, servicing, storing, or parking auto- 
mobiles at the time of the accident; 


(ii) that automobile is not owned or regularly or frequently 
used by the insured or by any person or persons residing in 
the same dwelling premises as the named insured; 


(iii) that automobile is not owned, hired, or leased by an 
employer of the insured or by an employer of any 
person or persons residing in the same dwelling premises 
as the named insured; 


if the insured is a corporation, unincorporated association, or 
partnership, any employee or partner of the insured for whose 
regular use the described automobile is furnished, and his or her 
spouse and any dependent relative of either, residing in the 
same dwelling premises as such employee or partner, while 
an occupant of any other automobile of the private passenger 
or station wagon type; and 


in subsections 1 and 2 of this section only, any employee 
or partner of the insured, for whose regular use the described 
automobile is furnished, and his or her spouse and any 
dependent relative of either, residing in the same dwelling 
premises as such employee or partner, while not the occupant 
of an automobile or of railway rolling-stock that runs on rails, 
who is struck by any other automobile; provided that, in respect 
of (e) and (f) above, 
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(i) neither such employee nor partner or his or her spouse 
is the owner of an automobile of the private passenger 
or station wagon type; 


(ii) the described automobile is of the private passenger or 
station wagon type; 


(iii) such Person is not engaged in the business of selling, 
repairing, maintaining, servicing, storing, or parking auto- 
mobiles at the time of the accident: 


(iv) such other automobile is not owned or regularly or 
frequently used by the employee or partner, or by any 
person or persons residing in the same dwelling premises 
as such employee or partner; 


(v) such other automobile is not owned, hired, or leased by 
the insured or by an employer of any person or persons 
residing in the same dwelling premises as such employee 
Or partner of the insured; 


in respect of (e) above only, 


(vi) such other automobile is not used for Carrying pasengers 
for compensation or hire or for commercial delivery. 


(2) EXCLUSIONS 


(a) The insurer shall not be liable under this section for bodily 
injury to or death of any person, 


(i) resulting from the suicide of such person or attempt 
thereat, whether sane or insane; or 


(ii) who is entitled to receive the benefits of any work- 
men’s compensation law or plan; or 


(iii) caused directly or indirectly by radioactive material: 


(b) The insurer shall not be liable under subsection 1 or Part || 
of subsection 2 of this-section for bodily injury or death, 


(i) sustained by any person who is convicted of drunken 
or impaired driving or of driving while under the influence 
of drugs at the time of the accident; or 


(ii) sustained by any person driving the automobile who is 
not for the time being either authorized by law or 
qualified to drive the automobile. 


(3) NOTICE AND PROOF OF CLAIM 


The insured person or his agent, or the person otherwise entitled 
to make claim or his agent, shail, 


(a) give written notice of claim to the insurer by delivery thereof 
or by sending it by registered mail to the chief agency or 
head office of the Insurer in the Province, within 30 days 
from the date of the accident or as soon as practicable thereafter; 


(b) within 90 days from the date of the accident for which the 
claim is made, or as soon as practicable thereafter, furnish to 
the Insurer such proof of claim as is reasonably possible in 
the circumstances of the happening of the accident and the 
loss occasioned thereby; 


(c) if so required by the Insurer, furnish a certificate as to the 
cause and nature of the accident for which the claim is made 
and as to the duration of the disability caused thereby from a 
medical practitioner legally qualified to practise. 


(4) MEDICAL REPORTS 


The Insurer has the right and the claimant shall afford to the 
Insurer, an Opportunity to examine the person of the insured person 
when and as often as it reasonably requires while the claim is 
pending, and also, in the case of death of the insured person, to make an 
autopsy subject to the law relating to autopsies. 


(5) “PHYSICIAN” DEFINED 


“Physician’’ means a legally qualified medical practitioner. 
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(6) RELEASE 


Notwithstanding any release provided for under the relevant sections 
of The Insurance Act the Insurer may demand, as a condition 
precedent to payment of any amount under this section of the 
policy, a release in favour of the insured and the Insurer from 
liability to the extent of such payment from the insured person or 
his personal representative or any other person. 


(7) WHEN MONEYS PAYABLE- 


(a) All amounts payable under this section, other than benefits under 
Part Il of subsection 2, shall be paid by the Insurer within 
30 days after it has received proof of claim. The initial benefits 
for loss of time under Part Il of subsection 2 shall be paid 
within 30 days after it has received proof of claim, and pay- 
ments shall be made thereafter within each 30-day period 
while the Insurer remains liable for payments if the insured 
person, whenever required to do so, furnishes prior to payment 
proof of continuing disability. 


(b) No person shall bring an action to recover the amount of a claim 
under this section unless the requirements of provisions 3 and 4 
are complied with, nor until the amount of the loss has been 
ascertained as provided in this section. 


(c) Every action or proceeding against the Insurer for the recovery 
of a claim under this section shall be commenced within one 
year from the date on which the cause of action arose and not 
afterwards. 


(8) LIMITATION ON BENEFIT PAYABLE 


Where a person is entitled to benefits under more than one contract 
providing insurance of the type set forth in subsection 1 or 2, he or his 
personal representative or any person claiming through or under 
him or by virtue of The Fatal Accidents Act, may recover only an 
amount equal to one benefit. 


In so far as applicable the general provisions, definitions, exclusions and 
statutory conditions of the policy also apply. 
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
